Four Army Fliers Use Parachutes 
As Bomber Crashes in Field Here 


Motor Failure Blamed for Loss of Plane Eight Miles From 
Candler Field; Quick Thinking of Pilot Credited 
With Saving Lives. 


of a falling bomber and floated to 
safety eight miles from Candler field 
yesterday, owe their lives to the quick 
thinking on the part of Captain Otto 
C. George, the pilot, it was said late 
yesterday. 

Official inquiries have been set 
afoot by army authorities in Atlanta 
to determine the cause of the crash, 
but the saving of the lives has already 
been credited to Captain George. The 
plane’s collapse is said to have been 
due either to lack of fuel or motor 
trouble. 

The plane, one of 11 bombers and 
13 pursuit ships that left Laugley 
field, Va., Tuesday, had been forced 
down at Gainesville, 60 miles north- 
east of here, Tuesday, night when its 
gasoline supply ran low. It was en 
route to Atlanta to join the rest of 
the flight, 

Captain George, of Hiawatha, 
Kan., blamed faulty motors, 

“When we left Gainesville, one of 
the motors went dead. We tried to 
make it on to Atlanta,” George said 
“When we got near, the airport was 
hidden by smoke. Then the second 
motor developed trouble. The nearest

First reports to Lieutenant Colonel 
Ira A. Rader, ranking air officer ot 
Fourth Corps Area, were that a gaso- 
line shortage caused the crash. These 
were discounted when an inspector 
showed gasoline was scattered freely 
about the ship, which somehow es- 
caped fire,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—(?)—~— 
Defending the administration farm 
bill, Senator Norris, republican, Ne- 
braska, today attacked the supreme 
court for its AAA decision and said 
congress could “remedy the situation 
if it has the courage to do it.” 

The 74-year-old independent in a 
floor speech declared the tribunal’s 
6-3 ruling “cannot stand if our coun- 
try is to live and prosper.” He as- 
serted congress has power to curb the 
court’s jurisdiction. 

Aside from adopting elarifying com- 
mittee amendments, the senate took 
no action on the pending AAA-re- 
placement measure. A vote is hoped 
for Friday when debate will be lim- 


ited.

Pharr filed condemnation proceed- 
ings against S800 feet of land fronting 
the roadway sometime ago and a board 
of assessors yesterday fixed a fair 
price which will be paid for the prop- 
erty. Houston White and Mary White 
Staton owned the land. 

White, a lawyer, represented his in- 
terests at the condemnation hearing 
which was conducted Tuesday after- 
noon at the courthouse.

99 Are Known Dead 


In European Storm 


United Press.) 
Feb. 13.— 


(Copyright, 1936, by 
LONDON, Thursday, 
(UP)—More than 100 persons had 
died from the terrific storm now 
sweeping Europe as the gale, accom- 
panied by snowstorms and frigid tem- 
peratures, entered its fourth day. 

The known dead totaled 99. In ad- 
dition ‘“‘secores” of deaths by freezing 
were reported in the Balkans. 

At least five ships were wrecked. 
Shi»ping, communications and travel 
were at a standstill. Tremendous 
property damage was inflicted in a 
dozen countries. 

Twenty-five died in Greece, where 
an earthquake added to the horror 
of the blizzard. The death toll in 
Italy rose to 25 when wreckage of 
tw« fishing boats, carrying 11 men, 
was fornd and the crews given up as 
drowned. 

Twenty-one were killed in England, 
13 persons died in a Bulgarian train 
wreck caused by a frozen switch and 
seven Spanish sailors were drowned 
when the gale overturned their boat. 
There were nine deaths in France.

Hauptmann, who talked to him rapid- 
ly and earnestly in the knowledge 
that her husband’s 30-day reprieve 
would expire Saturday and that the 
shadow of the electric chair again was 
long -and dark across his life.

Noted Doctor Says Physi- 
cians Should Be Mobilized 
Like Army, Paid by State. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.. Feb. 12.—(4— 
Socialized medical aid in the United 
States, highly controversial among 
physicians, was advocated here today 
by Dr. Norman Bethune. of Montreal. 
Canada, in a lecture before the mid-- 
sonth post-graduate medical assembly. 

Dr. Bethune, chief of the division 
of thoracic surgery, Sacred Heart hos- 
pital, also advocated a “horizontal 
union” of all health workers, includ- 
ing physicians, dentists, nurses. mas- 
seurs, and others on “the same sys- 
tem that John Lewis seeks in Jabor.’’ 

Dr. Bethune said physicians should 
be “mobilized like the army, navy or 
police,” and paid by the state with 
free medical service to remove profit 
motive. 

“The average person may pay $100 
for an appendectomy—we must charge 
the rich $10,000 for the same opera- 
tion because we have hundreds who 
‘cannot pay anything,” he said 

Earlier, the assembly was told that 
contrary to a belief “general with 
both the public and a Jarge section of 
the medical profession, most of those 
who recover from meningitis enjoy an 
absolutely complete recovery.” 

The speaker, Dr. Josephine B. Neal, 
clinical professor of neurology at Co- 
lumbia University, New York. told 
ithe assembly that the recovery is not

In Washington, in his home town 
and burial place, Springfield, IIl., 
and in almost every other spot where 
his earthly foot had trod, memorial 
services attracted thousands of pil- 
grims. 

President Roosevelt, on behalf of 
his fellow citizens, journeyed to the 
nation capital’s marble shrine to stand 
with bowed head as his wreath was 
laid at the foot of the ‘Rail Split- 
ter’s” statue. He sent another wreath 
to Lincoln’s tomb. 

Political ‘“‘Eulogies.” 

Politics mixed with eulogy did not 
dilute the praise as both republicans 
and democrats voiced claims that the 
martyred hero would have approved 
their divergent courses. Midwestern 
republican headquarters announced 
that 3,500 meetings over the land 
honored their first President and be- 
sought his inspiration in the present 
campaign. 

Over a national network, former 
President Herbert Hoover in a Lin- 
coln Day address from Portland, Ore., 
spoke on “The Confused State of the 
Nation” under the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration. Senator Arthur Vandenberg, 
of Michigan,

SOVIET PRESS CENSOR 
TRANSFERRED TO Ul. $ 


Newspaper Chief To Suc- 
ceed Skvirsky at Counsel- 
lor of Embassy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—(P)— 
The censorship dictator of the soviet 
government soon is to come to Wash- 
ington as a high official of the Rus- 
sian embassy. 

He is Konstantine Umansky, who 
as chief of the press section of the 
foreign office has for more than {five 
years directed the Moscow regime’s 


‘rigid censorship of news dispatches 
‘sent from the soviet capital by foreign 


correspondents. 

Announcement was made today that 
Umansky is being transferred to 
Washington to succeed Boris Skvirsky 
as counselor of embassy. He will 
rank second only to Ambassador Alex- 
ander Troyanovsky. 

Skvirsky, who for years prior to 
establishment of diplematic relations 
between the two countries was known 
as the soviet’s “unofficial ambassa- 
dor’’ to the United States, has been 
promoted to ambassador to Afghinis- 
tan and will leave shortly for that 
assignment. His successor is sched- 


'uled to arrive here in March. 


Umansky, who is in his early thir- 


ties, has had a rapid rise in the sov- 
‘let’s foreign service. 


As a foreign 
correspondent for Tass, the official 
soviet news agency, he attracted the 
attention of Maxim Litvinoff, soviet 
commissar for foreign affairs, and was 
drafted in 1930 to become head of 
the foreign office press section. 

He was generally known among 
correspondents in Moscow as tuncom-

These pam- 
phiets will tell how many states, 
counties and cities have successfully 
attacked their traffic problems along 
engineering, educational and enforce- 
ment lines and how otbers can pattern 
their activities after these successful 
methods. 

To Aid Newspapers. 

“8. A vastly improved service to 
newspapers, which have already given 
such valuable service to the cause of 
safety. 

“4. Substantial 
Clubs, the National Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers and the Interna- 
nag Association of Chiefs of Po- 
ice.”’

INTANGIBLES PROPOSAL. 


REPORTED ADVERSELY 


Classification for Taxing 
Purposes Voted Down by 
City Committee. 


Classification of intangible proper- 
ties for taxing purposes was adversely 
reported yesterday by the city tax 
committee and tax assessors were in- 
structed to make their own evaluations 
as they always did prior to 1935. 

_ Taking the position that the city 
should not attempt to classify any 
properties, the committee unanimously 
voted to file’ an adverse report Mon- 
day in council on a proposal by Coun- 
cilman J. Frank Beck to set up a 
echedule of valuations. 

The Beck measure provided for ac- 
ceptance of cash money at 5 per cent 
of its value, stocks and bonds at 15 

er cent and — notes and other 
oan instruments at 5 per cent of their 
value. The same classification was in 
effect last year. 

Councilman Max M. Cuba, chair- 
man of the tax committee, makes the 
following salient points in commenting 
> the problem presented by intangi- 
les : 

1. Tax assessors or the city can not 
classify any properties for taxing pur- 
poses because of state laws providing 
that all properties shall be taxed uni- 
formly. 

2. The city has never taken intan- 
gibles, tangibles at full valuation, and 
will not do so in the future. 

8. Assessors have no intention of 
taking intangibles at 100 per cent. 

4. Complaints regarding assess- 
ments don't come from taxpayers who 
file their returns voluntarily if they 
are accepted, but from those taxpayers 
whose properties are ferreted out. 

5. Assessors are anxious to see that 
property owners are all assessed fair 
ly and equitably for both tangible and 
intangible properties. 

Joe C. Little, senior tax assessor, 
while not committing himself to any 
program. announced during the diacus- 
sions that the only fair basis of taking 
intangibles is on the income’ from 
them.

COAL SHIPMENTS 
REPLENISH SUPPLY 


City Declared Out of Dan- 
ger of Shortage as Weath- 


er Moderates. 


With 7,500 tons of coal reported 
to be rolling into Atlanta, Charles 
M. Farrar, executive secretary of the 
Atlanta Coal Merchants’ Credit Asso- 
ciation, declared yesterday the city is 
out of danger of a shortage in fuel 
due to freezing weather. 

‘We have not been without coal and 
at present our supply seems to be 
adequate.” he said. “Even if a con- 
'sumer can’t buy coa] from one dealer 
he can buy it from another. ‘Lhe 
‘situation will become less dangerous 
‘with a moderation in weather.” 

About 3,000 tons of coal were re- 
i ceived sere yesterday, Farrar said. 
He pointed out about 2,500 tons are 
received daily in normal times. Or- 
ders from homes yesterday were bDe- 
ing filled consistently, he said, with 
only a few dealers reporting 
stock to be depleted. 

He warned citizens not to hoard of 
buy hysterically. An increase in the 
price of coal at the mine, which 
ranges from 50 cents to $1 a ton, has 
been absorbed by local dealers, he

Back in Egypt. 


BY AIRMAIL FROM ALEXAN- 
DRIA.—Along the desert-trail from 
Alexandria to El Sollum, that sun- 
shriveled palm grove where British 
and Italian troops face each other 
across triple clusters of barbed wire, 
the wind has a furnace taste, but the 
night turns your feet to lumps of dead 
ice.

Fine-grained white

organ for 21 months before the open- 
ing of the tabernacle. It was played 
with 700 pipes. but about 1,300 more 
pipes were added later. 

A Chicago musical firm enlarged 
and improved the organ in 1900, and 
it was in large part rebuilt by an 
organ company of Hartford; Conn., 
in 1915. At present it has electric 
action. The pipes range in length 
from less than an inch to 32 feet.

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FARM BILL'S VALIDITY 
UPHELD BY WALLACE 


Secretary of Agriculture Ad- 
vances Three Reasons 
for Belief. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 12.— 
()}—Declaring that the new proposed 
farm program is “a sincere attempt” 
to meet constitutional limitations set 


by the supreme court, Secretary Wal-| 


Jace today advanced three reasons for 
believing the plan would be valid. 

“We believe the supreme court will 
approve the new legislation,” Wallace 
said at an Indiana farm bureau meet- 
ing here, “if it recognizes any one of 
the three following propositions: 


“1. The fact of the nation-wide in- | 


terdependence of all commerce, from 


the humblest farm to the largest cor- | 


poration. 
“2. The extent to which the doc- 


trine of states’ rights is being used 
as the final refuge for anti-social cor- 
porations, 

“3. Federal responsibility for the 
post-war agricultural dilemma. 


“If it was the proper function of 
the federal government in wartime to 
encourage farmers to plow up land 
which should never have been plowed, 
in order to produce wheat for our Al- 
lies; if the federal government was 
justified in encouraging the mining of 
our soil to supply a European demand 
which has now disappeared; then it 
seems to me no less the federal gov- 
ernment’s proper function to encour- 
age the return of that land to grass 
and trees; to make it worth the farm- 
ers’ while to improve the soil’s fertil- 
ity by planting soif-building crops.” 

Continuing his criticism of the su- 
preme court’s AAA decision, Wallace 
said “most of us” thought the adjust- 
ment act constitutional when it was 
passed. 

“Some of us, including three jus- 
tices of the supreme court,” he added, 
“think so still.” 

The AAA, the secretary said, “was 
closely in accord with the platforms 
of both the great political parties of 
1932.” 

On the occasion of Lincoln's birth- 
day, Wallace recalled Lincoln's dis- 
satisfaction with some supreme court 
decisions. 

“He took the view,” Wallace said, 
referring to Lincoln, “that the Dred 
Seott decision was a tragic abuse -f 
judicial power. He knew that the ma- 
jority of the court had misread the 
trend and the temper of the times. 
. . - In 1858 .. . Lincoln stated 
that he declined to abide by the deci- 
sion as rendered.”

TRADE FEDERATION 
PROTESTS WAGES 


Scale Fixed by Bureau of 
Public Roads for Work- 
ers Is Flayed. 


Vigorous protest against wage 
scales fixed by the Bureau of Pu 
lic Roads for common and semi-killed 
labor on federal highway projects in 
Fulton and DeKalb counties was for- 
warded to Washington last night by 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades. 

The executive committee of the cen- 
tral body, by order of the federation, 
sent to Congressman Robert Ram- 
speck a communication asking him to 
take steps to have the wage scales 
re-established on a higher basis. 


It was pointed out by the central 
body that common labor on highway 
projects financed in whole or in part 
by the federal government will be paid 
$32.50 per month minus time lost on 
account of bad weather. Intermediate, 
or semi-skilled labor will be $44.50 
per month under the scale set by the 
Bureau of Roads. Workers of this 
class also will not be paid for lost 
time on account of weather conditions. 

In the protest forwarded to Wash- 
ington it was pointed out that these 
wage scales are lower than the se- 
curity wages paid by the government 
on WPA projects. The security wage 
for common labor in Fulton and De- 
Kalb counties is $33 per month, with- 
out lost time, and $49 per month for 
intermediate labor, also with no de- 
duction for time lost on account of 
bad weather.
